The  extreme  iolicitude  of  Mr.  Burr,  .to 
procure  a  certificate  from  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Abecl  and  Dr.  Linn,  (fating  that  they  had 
'Xreceived  theif  information  concerning  his  ne- 
i  gotiation  with  a  federal  gentleman  from  com- 
V  mon  report,  plainly  indicates  in  him  a  difpo- 
\fition  to  defend  himfelf  againft  the  principle 
charge  exhibited  in  the  View,  in  the  mod 
conclufive  manner.  That  he  has  not  vindi- 
cated him  f;  If  by  testimony  j  that  he  Ins  not 
given  to  the  world  oih-  r  end  better  proof 
than  his  own  bare  denial  of  the  negotiation, 
is  folely  attributable  to  his  incapacity  to  do 
more.  The  charge  is  of  fo  fcric'us  a  nature, 
and,  from  the  known  charader  of  Mr.  Burr, 
fo  probable,  as  to  have  induced  him  to  call 
into  action  every  power  of  his  mind  to  rep.l 
it.  accordingly  he  availed  hinTcIf  of  the 
only  alternative  that  promifed  l'uccels.  Mr. 
Burr  had  great  reafon  to  believe  that  the  Re- 
verend Mr.  Abecl,  if  no:  Dn  Liu;-.,  had  been 
informed  of  the  negotiation  by  the  negotia- 
tor hiinfclf.  Still  he  deemed  it  possible  to  oh. 
tain  from  them  a  certifieute  purporting  that 
common  report  had  informed  them  of  the  ne- 
gotiation. Even  sucb  a  certificate  would 
have  been  confoling  to  Mr.  Burr,  and  no 
doubt  publiflied  with  great  triumph.  And 
fuch  a  certificate,  knowing,  as  he  did,  the 
connection  of  Mr.  Abecl  and  Dr.  Linn 
•with  the  negotiator,  was  the  only  one  for 
which  he  could  ilk.  Hence  thofe  gloomy  re- 
flexions which  fealed  his  lips  when  the  certi- 
ficate wai  in  fact  twice  refilled,  may  be  readi- 
ly accounted  for.  But  why  did  not  Mr.  Burr 
art:,  when  the  Reverend  Mr.  Abeel  boldly 
laid  we  did  not  receive  the  information  from 
common  report,  from  whom  then  did  you  de- 
rive it  ?

man,  accufed  of  an  offence  fo  enormous,  have 
demand  J  from  whom  the  reverend  gentlemen 
had  obtained  their  information  ?  Mr.  Burr, 
however,  made  no  fuch  demand  ;  no  fuch  en- 
quiry. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  reful'al  of  Dr.  Li  fin, 
and  the  Reverend  Mr.  Abeel  to  give  the  re- 
quired cen.ticate,  evinces  that  they  relied  im- 
plicitly oh  the  foiirce  of  their  information; 
that  tii  y  had  good  caufe  to  deem  it  correct  ; 
that  they  were  in  fact  almoft  as  certain  thai 
Mi.  Burr  bad  negotiated  to  place  himself  in 
the  Presidential  chair,  as  if  they  themfelves 
had  been  the  negotiators.  The  refufal  i»  not, 
indeed  conclufive  proof  of  the  negotiation, 
but  it  (news,  in  the  clearelt  point  of  view, 
that  the  Reverend  Mr.  Abeel  and  Dr.  Linn 
had  to  them  fatisfaftory  caufe  to  believe  that 
Mr.  Burr  had  cordially  received  the  negotia- 
tor and  entered  fully  into  his  views. 

That  the  Reverend  Mr.  Abeel  and  Dr.  Linn  I 
Were  convinced  that  Mr.  Burr  had  negotiated 
with  a  federal  gentleman,  will  be  (till  more  j 
apparent  when  we  ftate  who  that  gentleman 
is.  We  then  declare  that  the  federal  gentle-  j 
nan  who  negotiated  with  Mr.  Burr,  and  who  j 
was  authorized  to  do  fo  by  the  leading  fede- 
ral members  of  Congrel's  then  alTembKl  at 
Wafliington,  is  DAVID  A.  OGDEN,  Efq'r. 

C00NSKL.LOR  AT  LAW.   Mr.  DaVID  A.  Oc- 

DEN  refides  in  this  city,  and  is  profellionally 
connected  with  General  Hamilton  ;  we  be-  ] 
licve  they  are  copartners.  They,  however,  I 
both  tranfjcV  p'rofefiional  bufinefs  in  one 
effice.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Abeel  and  Dr.  I 
Linn  are  known  to  be  intimate  with  Mr.  Da- 
vid A.  Ogden  and  General  Hamilton.  "Hence  | 
whenthe  two  Hevercnd  gentlemen  dated  to 
Mr.  Burr  that  their  information  was  not  de- 
rived from  common  report,  the  all-fion  muft 
to  him  have  been  very  obvious,  and  the  fource 
of  their  information,  thou  rh  never  that  we 
know  or  by  them  mentioned,  will  not  now  ap- 
pear to  the  public  lefs  ('■>. 

More  than  eigh:  months  ago  we  knew  that 
Mr.  O  <den  was  the  negotiator  ;  and  it  is  now 
Hated  as  an  undeniab  c  truth. 

There  is  reafon  to  believe  that  the negotia- 
tion  with  Mr.  Burr  was  fir  ft  planned  in  this  ci- 
ty. This  is,  however,  only  a  furrnife,  not  ve- 
ry material  in  itfelf,  but  proper  to  be  menti- 
oned. On  the  16th  d  iy  of  December,  1800, 
we  received  information  that  the  electors  of 
South-Carolina  were  chofen.  From  that  day 
theluccefsof  Mr.  Jefferfon  and  Mr.  Bun- 
was  no  longer  doubted  by  either  part)\  The 
laft  refource  of  the  federal  party  was  then  to 
effect  the  election  of  Mr.  Burr  to  the  Preli- 
dency.  Means  were  immediately  devifed, 
and  we  think  in  this  city,  to  accomplifli  that 
object.  On  the  27th  day  of  December,  eleven 
days  only  after  the  South-Carolina  news  was 
received,  Mr.  David  A.  Ogden  engaged  a  feat 
in  the  mail  fla  re  for  Philadelphia.-  It  is  pro- 
bable that  previous  to  his  going  to  Philadel- 
phia, he  conferred  with  Mr.  Burr  on  t'.e  fub- 
jeclo'f  effecting  his  election  to  the  P,eliden. 
cy  by  the  efforts  of  the  federal  party,  and  that 


he  went  to»Vvr->.f!'.:p~ton  to  conf'.dt  with  the 
leading  federal  members  of  Congrefs  on  the 
fcheme.  It  is  br  ieve  J  that  Mr.  Ogden  had 
no  pfifefibntrl  bufinefs  to  tranfact  at  Wafh- 
ington,  and  it  is  therefore  difficult  to  conjec- 
ture what  induced  him,  at  that  bleak feal'on  of 
the  year,  to  vifit  the  feat  of  government,  un- 
lcfs  to  confnlt  with  the  federal  members  ol 
Congrel's  en  the  project  to  negotiate  with 
Mr.  Burr  the  terms  of  his  election  to  the 
Prefidency.  We  believe  that  Mr.  Ogd en 
went  to  Waflvngton  exprefsly  for  that  pur- 
pole,  and  that  he  previoufly  conferred  with 
Mr.  Burr  on  the  defign. 

We  havVftated  that  Mr.  Ogden  left  this 
city  in  the  mail  (lage  for  Philadelphia  on  the 
27th  day  of  Decen.ber.  The  following  cer- 
tificate, which  prove*  that  Mr.  Burr  and  him- 
self rode  together,  in  the  same  mail,  eftablilh- 
es  the  faa  :

Mr.  Burr  and  Mr.  Ogden  might  have  rid- 
den together  in  the  mail  without pteci  ucert  ; 
whether  they  did  so  or  not  every  reader  wil. 
fudge  for  htrafclfi  To  us  this  (imple  act 
fpeaks  a  pertinent  and  eloquent  language  :  it 
indicates  much. 

Mr.  Ondcn  did  not  remain  long  at  Well- 
ington.— While  there  li-  was  authorized  by 
the  leaders  of  the  federal  party  to  negotiate 
with  Mr.  Burr  concerning  the  terms  o:i  which 
that  party  propofed  to  elect  him  Prelidcit  ol 
the  United  States.  Thus  commiliio  iet',  Mr. 
Ogden  returned  to  this  city  early  in  January, 
1801,  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  Burr,  and 
fubinitttn  to  him  proportions  which  Ik  all  bye 
and  bye  be  explained.  To  thefe  propoIit%»# 
M.  Burr  aflented. 

Immediately  after  Mr.  Ogden's  interview 
with  Mr.  Burr,  a  letter  was  written  by  a  lead- 
'"S  federalist  in  this  city,  to  an  influential 
member  of  Congrefs  at  Walhiagton,  giving 
a  full  and  accurate  detail  of  the  negotiation. 
The  following  letter,  addrefi'ed  to  a  gentle- 
man in  this  city,  and  written  at  Wafliington 
at  the  time,  fully  explains  the  one  penned  by 
the  leading  fedcra.'.st  j  tut  mentioned  : 

"  Watbington,  litb  January,  1801. 

"  It  is  not  true  ma:  there  is  an  inequality  ir 
the  vote  of  South-Ctrolina  favorable  to  Mr. 
Jefferfon,  and  the  Union,  I  fear  will  have 
deep  caufe  to  lament  it. —  The  profpects  arc 
far  lefs  bright  and  decifive  than  could  be 
wiflied,  which  makes  it  more  interefting  that 
the  real  friends  of  Mr.  Jcfferfon's  election 
ihouli  be  watchful  againd  the  intrigues  which 
are  in  train  for  the  purpofe  of  defeating  it. 

"  The  following  information  comes  to  me 
hroueh  different  channels  in  which  implicit 
confidence  may  be  placed, 

"  Mr.  David  A.  Ogden  of  your  city,  when 
not  long  fince  at  Wafliington,  was  authorifed 
by  fome  leading  men  ort  the  federal  fide  in 
Congrefs,  to  have  a  conference  with  Col.  Burr 
ror  the  purpofe  of  afcertaining  two  things  ; 
firft,  what  woilld  be  the  conduct  he  would  ob- 
I'erve  if  elected  by  the  means  of  the  federal- 
its,  in  refpeft  to  certain  cardinal  points  of  fe- 
deral policy  ?  Second,  what  co-operation  and 
aid  he  could  and  would  afford  towards  procu- 
ring fuccefs  to  his  own  election,  if  the  attempt 
.hould  be  made  ? 

"Mr.  Ogden  having  made  a  communication 
accordinglytoCoI.  Bbrr,  was  anfwered  by  him 
in  fubftance,  that  as  to  the  firft  point  it  would 
not  he  proper  or  expedient  to  enter  into  expla- 
nation—  that  the  federalifls  muft  rely  upon 
the  fituation  in  which  he  would  be  placed  if 
raited  to  the  Prefidency  by  their  votes,  in  op- 
position to  the  adverfe  party.  That  as  to  the 
lecond  point,  the  federalifls  might  Le  alfured 
that  New-York  and  Tenneifee,  on  a  fecond 
billot  would  vote  for  him,  and  that  probably 
N'ew-Jerfey  and  one  of  the  fouthern  (bates 
might  be  induced  to  do  the  fame. 

"  In  a  fubfequent  conference,  he  referred  to 
a  gentleman  who  he  faid  would  be  entrufted 
to  fpeak  more  particularly  and  was  to  be  his 
confidential  friend  at  the  feat  of  govern- 
ment. 

•'The  material  points  of  this  negotiation, 
though  not  with  all  the  particulars  mentioned 
above,  have  been  communicated  in  a  letter 
from  a  high  federal  character  in  your  city,  and 
one  who  has  long  had  a  predominant  controul 
in  his  party,  to  an  influential  member  of  Con- 
grefs. 

"  Thus  is  the  well  known  wifh  of  the  peo- 
ple bartered  to  promote  individual  intereit, 
and  a  man  elevated  to  the  great  office  of 
date  who  has  been  raifed  into  notice  by  the 
well-earned  popularity  of  him  he  would  fup- 
pljnt. 

"  This  comes  to  me  in  a  fhape  which  ren- 
ders any  communication  of  it  einbamlling  in 
the  extreme,  and  requires  particularly  that 
the  name  of  the  negotiator  (hould  !  bc  a  pro- 
found fecret  :  but  it  appeared  to  me  effentiaj 
that  you  (hould  be  apprifed  of  it  the  better 
to  enable  you  to  obferve  the  future  motion  of 
the  parties. 

"  Means  of  a  very  prompt  and  imperative 
nature  muft  be  adopted  to  counteract  thu 
fcheme.  You  may  remotely  hint  the  poffibility 
of  fome  overtures  from  the  profligacy  and  def- 
peration  of  the  party. 

"  Your  delegation  (hould  be  urged  from 
different  quarters  to  remain  firm,  regardlefi  of 
temporary  appearances  or  the  opinions  of  wa- 
vering or  timid  minds.  The  federalifls  dif- 
cover  a  concert  (trongly  indicative  of  fonu 
important  object." 

By  adverting  to  the  date  it  will  be  feen  that 


the  '>ovr  i.  ctej  was  written  immediately  af- 
ter Mr.  Ogden's  negotiation  with  Mr.  Burr, 
snd  a  "letter  had  been  received  at  Wafliington 
from  a  leading  federal  character  in  this  city, 
detail!  the  terms  of  that  negotiation.  It 
will  alio  be  feen  that  the  letter  is  of  a  highly 
confidential  nature^  and  that  confiderations  ot 
peculiar  delicacy  prevented  its  being  madt 
public  to  the  world.  Nothing  but  the  im- 
portance of  the  fnbjeft,  and  the  bold,  nnblujh- 
.ing  denial  of  the  negotiation  by  Mr.  Burr, 
bould  have  induced  the  gentleman  who  wrote 
it,  to.  permit  its  publication.  Nor  was  the 
writer'.!  confent  to  ;,ive  it  publicity  obtained 
until  a  letter  was  written  to  him  by  a  friend  cl 
ours  fo{  that  purpofe,  and  to  which  the  fol- 
lowing  is  an  anfwer  :

which  mine  was  predicated.  1  made  a  memo- 
randum at  the; time.  I  thought  I  had  taken 
the  date,  but  I  well  recollect  it  was  in  Janu- 
ary. If  Ogden  (hould  prevaricate  and  this 
br-comes  neceffary,  it  would  confoiin  with  my 
withes  that  you  fignify  to           mv  name. 

"  I  am  able  fully  to  efhblifli  the  fact.  I 
can  hardly  think  he  will  lend  his  weight 
of  reputation  to  countenance  fuch  extreme 
profligacy.  But  we  ought  to  fuppofe  nothing 
impoffible  when  we  eonlidcr  the  ftrong  mo- 
tives of  party  policy  which  may  exift  for  dif- 
gulfing  the  tranfaction."

Two  efcapes  from  the  penitentiary  having 
happened  during  the  couri'e  of  the  prefent 
year,  your  attention  will  naturally  be  drawn 
to  the  caufesof  them,  and  to  the  means  of 
providing  againft  fimilar  accidents.  It  ap- 
pears to  ire  to  be  abfolutely  neceflary  that 
fome  fevere  penalties  fliould  be  inflicted  on 
thofe  who  aid  fuch  efcapes,  or  who  counte- 
nance, relieve,  or  harbor  the  fugitives.

The  laws  refpectmg  forgery  and  counter- 
feiting, will  probably  require  to  be  reviewed  k 
amended.  The  act  of  1798,  to  amend  the 
[penal  laws,  makes  .certain  provifions  for  pun. 
Ilhing  the  crime  of  counterfeiting  the  notes 
«f  the  bank  of  the  United  States,  which  un- 
doubtedly ou;  lit  to  be  extended  to  the  notes 
oi  oth  .i  public  eftabhdiments  of  aiimilarna- 
ture.  It  likewife  provides  for  the  punifh- 
mcnt  cf  thofe  who  counterfeit  the  turrent

SPEECH i 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate, 

and  ut  the  ll.iufe  ui'lleprerentatives, 

Whatever  painful  fenfations  I  may  have 
experienced  on  former  occafions,  when  it  be- 
came my  duty  to  make  known  to  the  legifla- 
ture the  ftate  of  the  commonwealth,  and  to 
recommend  to  their  confideratioii  fuch  fub- 
jects  as  appeared  to  me  to  be  important,  I 
meet  you  on  this  occafion  with  no  other  foli- 
citudc  than  what  refults  from  an  anxiety  for 
our  future  profperity.  The  prefent  is  a  peri- 
od of  peace — A  general  peace  among  thofe 
nations,  in  whofe  deftinies,  however  didant 
fiom  us,  we  cannot  but  feel  an  intereit,  and 
that  feafon  of  defolation,  in  which,  though 
the  oppreffor  has  trembled  on  his  throne  the 
opprclfed  hath  had  his  cup  of  mifery  running 
over,  is  piffed  away. 

Harraffed  no  longer  by  the  apprehenfion 
that  war  may  extend  its  baneful  influence  to 
our  country,  our  fituation  peculiarly  invites 
you  to  a  deliberate  and  difpailionate  review  of 
the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  to  amend 
the  defective,  to  enact  fuch  as  may  be  necef- 
fary, and  to  repeal  the  fuperfluous,  asexcref- 
cences  that  deform  the  fyftem,  and  needlefsly 
eiribarrafs  the  citizens.  To  multiply  general 
laws,  without  an  evident  neceffity,  is  indeed 
always  to  be  guarded  againd,  as  tending  to 
produce  frrioUS  perplexities,  in  the  attempt  to 
remedy  trifling  inconveniences — but  thflegif. 
lative  power,  when  direded  bv  a  co^~ 
five  mind,  which  takes  into  its  view  tW 
fyftem  of  laws,  and  recognizes  the  re! 
and  bearings  of  its  feveral  parts  towards  one 
mother,  affords  facility  and  vigor  to  the  ad- 
miniftration  of  jufticc,  and  fecurity  and  ha 
pinefs  to  the  people. 

Not  doubting  but  that  you  have  feve.. 
turned  your  attention  to  the  duties  which 
volve  upon  the  general  affcmbly,  and  come 
thcr  already  prepared  to  tranfact  the  publ_ 
bufinefs  ;  I  lhall  not  trouble  you  with  many 
obfervatirns. 

In  a  fydem  fo  new  as  that  which  was  intro- 
duced by  the  act  of  1798,  to  amend  the  pe- 
nal laws  of  this  commonwealth,  it  was  not  to 
be  expefted  that  nothing  would  remain  to  be 
provided  for  by  the  wifdom  of  fubfequent  le- 
giflaturet.  The  civil  relations  in  which  the 
convicts  in  the  penitentiary,  (hall  beconfider- 
ed  as  Handing,  i  eo4uire  fume  regulations.  The

feited  money;  but  as  cafe*,  have  occurred, 
and  will  very  probably  again  occur,  of  perft.ni 
being  detected  in  the  midfi  of  an  unfimflird 
procefi  of  counterfeiting,  it  would  prcbably 
be  advifable  to  annex  adct.uate  penalties  to 
the  mere  poift  fling  or  being  concerned  in  ma- 
king or  mending  any  puncheon,  flamp,  dye, 
mould  or  other  instrument,  imprefling  the  fi- 
gure and  rcjcn-blancc  of  the  current  coin. 

I  would  likewife  fubinit  it  to  your  confide- 
ratioii, whether  the  46th  fecticn  of  the  act 
pafftd  in  1796,  concerning  the  examination 
and  trial  of  criminals,  does  net  nquire  fome 
very  material  alteration.  It  provides  that 
all  indictments  and  informations  upon  any  pe- 
nal aft  of  affemblynot  affecting  life  or  l.mb, 
lhall  be  exhibitted  within  one  year  after  the 
commiflion  of  the  offence,  and  not  at  any  lub- 
requent  period.  Proper  3.5  this  regulation 
;n  in  have  been  at  the  time  it  was  adopted  ; 

ly  highly  injudicious  at  the  prefent 
period,  when  fo  few  criminal  offences  admit 
ol  capital  punifhment. 

You  will  regret  with  me  the  neceffity  which 
there  appears  to  be,  to  guard  bv  ftil!  further 
provtfiona  againd  the  frauds  which  are  com- 
mitted by  the  colleaors  of  public  monies. 

When  a  fcfuritylhip  becomes  only  a  nomi- 
nal pledge  to  the  public  ;  it  fliould  feem  that 
fome  more  fubftantial  lien  ought  to  be  re- 
quired from  thofe  who  are  intruded  with  the 
collection  of  the  public  money. 

The  report  of  the  commilfioner  appointed 
to  v.ew  the  turnpike  road,  and  to  direa  the 
neceffary  repairs,  informs  me  that  the  road  is 
in  extreme  bad  order,  nor  does  there  appear 
to  be  any  probability  of  its  being  put  into 
good  repair  in  any  reafonable  time. 

As  there  are  defects  in  the  law  under  which 
he  was  appointed,  which  preclude  the  recove- 
ry of  the  penalties  defigned  to  be  inflicted  on 
him,  in  that  fummary  mode,  which  was  pro- 
bably in  the  contemplation  of  the  legiflature  ;

_  TM  relative  importance  of  this  ftate  in 
the  federal  union,  having  been  incrcafed  by 
the  laft  crnfus;  and  the  act  of  Congrefs  au- 
thoring fix  reprefentatives  to  be  elected  in 
Kentucky  ;  the  law  pa.Ted  at  a  former  fcfii- 
on,  relative  to  elections,  will  require  fome  a- 
mendment  in  order  to  accomodate  it  to  this 
objea. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  addrefs,  fellow  citi- 
zens, without  reminding  you  of  the  various

Veffels  built  on  our  own  rivers,  calculated 
for  tranfportingour  commodities  to  the  moft 
diftaat  quarters  of  the  globe,  afford  us  a  flat- 
tering view  of  the  refources  and  future  great- 

nefs  ot  our  country  Harmony  prevails  a- 

mong  our  citizens,  and  confidence  exifts  in  the 
national  government. 

The  profpea  of  a  plentiful  fupply  of  fait 
by  recent  difcoveries  of  falt-water  in  nu- 
merous parts  of  the  ftate,  is  well  calculated

ftance  the  more  grateful,  as  the  regular  fupply 
of  this  neceffary  of  life,  has  not  been  protec- 
ted by  our  laws  from  the  influence  of  avari- 
cious fpeculation,  with  the  fame  jealous  fore- 
fight  which  hath  guarded  againft  ungenerous 
attempt,  to  raife  the  price  of  many  other 
articles  of  fubfiftenc.e.

From  Frankfort  we  learn,  that  a  bill 
is  before  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 
for  di\  iding  the  ftate  into  fix  Congreffion- 
al  Diltriels — we  did  not  learn  the  boun- 
daries of  all  the  Diftricts — The  counties 
of  Woodford,  JelTarr.ine,  Fayette,  Clarke 
and  Montgomery,  are  faid  to  form  one ; 
Bourbon,  Mafon,  Fleming  and  Floyd,  a- 
nother  ;  and  the  remaining  counties  on 
the  North  fide  of  the  Kentucky  river,  to- 
gether with  Shelby  and  Henry,  a  third. 

Leave  had  been  given  to  bring  in  a 
number  of  bills,  the  molt  important  of 
which  were  to  amend  the  law  concer- 
ning Grand  Juries — to  alter  the  mode  of 
fummoning  Juries — and  to  amend  the 
MiLlta  law. 

DIED,  on  Saturday  laft,  Mr.  Joseph 
Tilfouu,  and  on  Sunday  his  remains 
were  interred  in  the  burial  ground  in 
this  town. 

About  the  middle  of  September,  a  dreadful 
Fire  happened  at  Liverpool,  which  deftroyed 
ten  or  twelve  of  the  fined  florcs  in  that  city, 
together  v/ith  great  quantities  of  cotton  and 
Weft-India  produce.

The  African  States. 

We  have  already  expreffed  our  opinion  re- 
fpeaing  the  meditated  chaftjfement  of  the 
dev  of  Algiers,  and  other  petty  tyrants  of 
the  northern  coaft  of  Africa.  It  is  certainly 
a  difgrSCC  to  the  great  maritime  powers  that 
this  neft  of  pirates,  which  any  one  of  them 
is  fin,;ly  able  to  annihilate,  fhould,  now  for 
near  three  centuries,  have  been  permitted  to 
infult  their  commerce,  to  enflave  their  fub- 
jects,  and  to  ravage  the  coafts  of  fuch  of 
them  as  are  fufficienily  near,  with  no  other 
alternative  than  purchafing,  at  whatever 
price  nny  be  feton  it,  an  infecure  and  degrad- 
ing peace.  But  the  conqutfl  of  an  exten- 
five  ft«e  on  the  coaft  of  Africa,  by  fuch  a 
power  as  France  is  at  prefent,  would  be  an 
evil  too  formidable  to  be  compared  with 
the  payment,  difhonorable  as  it  is,  of  a 
few  thoufand  piaftcrs  to  an  infolent  petty  fo- 
veriegn,  who  owes  his  exift.  nee  only  to  the 
jealoufy  of  the  maritime  power?.  Notwith- 
ftanding  the  difficulties  and  difafters  which 
former  invaders  of  Africa  (including  the  va  i 
armaments  of  Don  Sebalban  of  Portugal, 
arid  the  emperor  Charles  the  Vth)  have  fuf- 
fered  ;  we  think  it  not  an  impracticable  en- 
terprize  for  the  foldiers  and  the  general  who 
conquered  E.-ypt,  defended  as  it  was  by  the 
resectable  military  force  of  the  Mamelukes, 
to  conquer  Algiers,  where  military  difciplinc 
and  organization  is  unknown.  To  a  mind 
capable  of  maintaining  fuch  vail  projects  as 
that  of  Buonaparte,  the  polTcllton  of  a  finyle 
fortrefs,  with  the  petty  tract  depending  on 
it,  would  be  but  a  (lep  towards  overrunning 
the  whole  African  coaft  from  Gibraltar  to 
Barcu,  or  even  to  the  limit  of  his  farther  ca- 
reer, Ancre.  It  may  be  faid  that  the  former 
chaflifements  inflicted  on  the  Barbary  powers, 
were  viewed  without  alarm,  and  that  no  ft  ite 
interfered  to  check  the  meafure  of  venge- 
ance which  another  was  difpoled  to  inflict, 
not  only  in  the  bombardment  of  their  towns, 
and  the  deftruction  of  their  ftreets,  but  even 
to  the  eitablifhment  of  forts  and  garrifons,  and 
the  retention  of  harbors  and  towns,  to  ferve 
frr  an  effectual  and  permanent  check. 

This  is  certainly  true  ;  but  is  the  polTeffion 
of  Tangier*  by  to  weak  a  power  as  Portugal, 
or  fo  remote  a  foe  as  England,  or  the  poflefli- 
on  of  Oran  by  a  power  fo  pufilianimous  as 
Spain,  which  recently  fent  a  fleet  only  to  com- 
pound for  the  payment  of  tribute,  to  be  com- 
pared with  the  conqueft  of  Algiers  by  a  pow- 
er fo  great,  fo  enterprifing,  and  fo  ambitious 
asFra.c-.  It  is  alio  to  be  confidered  that 
the  Barbary  fUtcs  are  infenfibly  making  fome 
progrel's  in  civilization,  and  though  the  pre- 
fent fovercign  of  Algiers  may  be  mad  enough 
to  fancy  himfelf  endowed  by  heaven  with 
ftrength  to  overcome  all  the  world  ;  the  time 
cannot  be  far  diftmt  when  a  country  not  de- 
ficient in  the  means  of  carrying  on  a  lucrative 
commerce,  will  relinquifll,  for  the  certain  and 
honourable  gain  of  a  fair  trade,  the  lhameful 
and  precarious  profits  of  a  lavage  and  dange- 
rous fvftem  of  depredation.  That  a  chaftife- 
ment,and  that  a  fevere  one,  mould  be  inflict- 
ed by  any  of  the  offended  powers,  is-  true,  Sc 
■we  fhould  not  be  lorry  'o  fee  it;  but  that  an  e- 
ftablhliment  fhould  be  m  .de  by  anv  European 
power,  particularly  by  F.ance,  poflelfing'fuch 
vaft  refources,  and  fuch  an  immediate  commu- 
cation  from  Toul  >n  &  Marfeilles,  we  cannot 
help  confifcring,  if,  indeed,  it  fhould  be  at- 
tempted, as  highly  dangerous  to  all  other  ma- 
ritime nations.
